George W. Riley’s 
Slayer Electrocuted 


Chester Ingram Dies In Electric Chair For Mur­ 
der Of Son Of Orville Riley, Near Gettysburg. 


NEW YEAR DOES ITS 
“STUFF” TOO WELL 


W inter Of 1921 Arrives With 
Full Complement of Sea- 
.soo’m 
Paraphernalia. 


Convicted in th*- 
Fayette em pty I 
courts of first degree murder for the 
deifier at** shooting of George W. 
Riley, son of Mr. and Mrs. Orville S. 
Riley, of near Gettysburg, at Eden­ 
born, near Uniontown, on April 29, 
last, Chester Ingram, a negro, was 
electrocuted at the Rockview pcniten- j 
ti ary at Bellefonte on Monday. 
Riley, who lost his life in an at­ 
tempt to capture Ingram after he had 
run amuck, was a special officer of 
the Frick Coal and Iron Company 
on duty at Edenborn. 
On the afternoon of April 29, In­ 
gram, with another negro, William 
Joyner, had engage*! in a drinking 
bout at the latter^ home, according 
to an eyewitness account of the shoot­ 
ing which followed. The two colored 
men, both the worse for the liquor 
they had consumed, got into a heated 
argument daring the afternoon, and 
Joyner is said to have drawn a knife 
and slashed Ingram across the head. 
Ingram ran to the home of another 
colored man. procured a pistol and re­ 
turned to Joyner's home. 
Two shots 
were fired through the window and 
Joyner fell mortally wounded 
Tuni­ 
ng, Ingram ran from the scene of 
♦he shooting. 


Riley, who was in his barracks about 
600 yard* away, was attracted by the 
shots and ran toward the scene of 
the shooting to seo what tho trouble 
was. 
Arriving on tho scene of the 
fatality, Riley started in pursuit of 
Ingram, who had taken refuge in a 
ditch. 
From this pbsif’on he 
fired 
six 
shots at the pursuing officer. Two of 
tho shots struck Riley and proved 
fatal some time later. 
Although 
mortally wounded, Riley did not hesi­ 
tate. He povneed upon the negro and 
tried to wrest the pistol from his 
hand. 
Another 
officer cerning up, 
struck Ingram over the head, knock­ 
ing him unronsctous. 
Riley collapsed after driving Ina 
automobile back to the headnnartors 
of the coal and iron po«*ce of which 
he was a member. He was taken to 
a doctor's office at McClelland town, 
and later to the hospital at Union­ 
town where he died. 
Ilia body was 
brought to his home here and buried 
in Evergreen Cemetery. 
Ingram was brought to trial in the 
Fayette county courts at Uniontown, 
found guilty of first degree murder 
-nd sentenced to die in the electric 
chair.

THURSDAY MORNING 


At a special meeting in the court 
house Monday afternoon, dairymen of 
Adams county, believing in the axim 
i that in union there is strength, or­ 
ganized the Adams COLTEY Coopera­ 
tive Dairy Association and elected the 
following officers: 
J. C. Bream, 
president; 
Russell 
Spangler, vice president; Edgar N. 
Rhodes, secretary, and William Dur- 
boraw, treasurer. 
A nom Ina ti eg committee was then 
appointed to submit the names of five 
men as directors, and, upon their sub­ 
mission, the following were elected: 
Hiram Miller, Russell Myers, Harry 
Huiick, Kerr Lott and Jacob Hereter. 
Most of the dairymen at the meet­ 
ing, one of the largest of its kind ever 
held in Adams county, were interest­ 
ed because of a matter of non-payment 
for milk sold to the Pennsylvania Milk 
Products Company at Harrisburg, it 
was learned. 
The question of suing for the vari­ 
ous amounts owing to the 
fanners 
was left to each dairyman to decide, 
j but the newly-formed 
organization 
voted “hands off” for a while at least. 
In the meantime, it was the expressed 
I opinion of the dairymen that they look 
for a market for their product, prefer­ 
ably with a firm that would pay In 
testate Milk Producers’ prices, and 
that could pay when milk checks are 


I due. 
It was also decided that the direc­ 
tors draw up plan* for taking over 
the plant and equipment along a spur 
; off the Reading railroad hon*, now' 
I owned bv four local milk producers. 
Plans will be made to soil stock in 
i the plant to the farmers bringing 
milk to it. 
Most of the members of the Adams 
bounty Cooperative Dairy Association 
;felt that everything wa* to be gained 
| by organizing, since 
it has 
been 
! through organization that the present 
prices for milk were establushed. 


Gettysburg’s 
curb 
m arket again 
operated at a slight profit during the 
oast 
year, 
according 
to 
Charles 
Moose, the market master. 
The only 
expenses in connection with the m ar­ 
ket are the salary of the official, a 
small bill each season for painting the 
different spaces allowed the truckers 
and a trifling sum for printing. 
Fees charged for the stalls for daily 
or quarterly service more than pay 
these expenses. 
There is no outlay 
for cleaning up after the market, the 
ordinance* covering the institution re- 
ouiring the stall holders to do this 
before leaving. 
The market has more than caid its 
own way ever since its establishment 
and the method has been so satisfac­ 
tory that suggestions to have it moved 
to a building have never received any 
support. 


The year 1923, 
long-to-be-remem- 
bercd for its wintry apring, and sum­ 
mer-like fall, passed out at midnight 
Monday, giving way to 1924; the New 
Year, despite its 
inexperience in 
weather severities, commenced imme­ 
diately to shoot the mercury toward 
the bottom of thermometer tubes. 
From a temperature of 42 degrees 
when the New Year first arrived on 
Ibis planet, it had dropped to 31 de­ 
grees at daylight this morning, and 
continued to fall during the day. 
A 
possible low temperature of IO de­ 
grees during* the night is predicted, 
according to Washington weather bu­ 
reau reports, although a warm wave 
is interfering with the fullest accom­ 
plishments of the cold wave which ar­ 
rived on the heels of the New Year, 
This cold wave, which has been 
sw ip in g 
southward and 
eastward 
from Alaska and the west coast of 
Canada, brought the decided drop in 
temperature to all pans of the coun­ 
try in its path, according to the weath­ 
er bureau, 
dispelling the 
summer 
weather which has hold throughout 
most of the United States during the 
oast month. 
Points in the far West, 
including Colorado, Wyoming 
and 
Nebraska, art* in the grip of a bliz­ 
zard, and heavy snows are delaying 
train service. 
Early Monday night the vanguard 
pf the storm was hanging over Lake 
Erie, but, due to the mild weather ob­ 
taining between that point and here, it 
is felt the cold wave will be decidedly 
tempered by the time it reaches the 
eastern part of Pennsylvania; diver­ 
sion of the cold gales is also expect­ 
ed by air currents coming from the 
South, and the heavy storm will prob­ 
ably not hit here, say reports. Helena, 
Montana, rejjorts 26 degrees below 
zero.

Washing Soda la Cheapest, but Borax, 
Amnionia and Kerosene Also 
Art Useful. 


Tho problem of bard water is one 
which confronts a great many bouse- j 
wires on wash day. There are many , 
chemical agents used to soften the 
water. 
Wanning soda is tile cheapest 
agent, and perhaps the most generally I 
effective. Two points only must be re- I 
membered In employing it. First, see 
that it is entirely dissolved before 
adding it to the washing water. 
Any ; 
tiny undissolved particles will go to 
work enthusiastically where they fa ll,: 
aaa la their seal are apt to eat up 
fabric and all. This Is the explanation 
et the occurrence of holes and weak 
spots where washing soda has been 
carelessly used. 
Second, rinse with j 
extreme care. 
Use even more than 
ordinary precaution. 
The nose is an I 
excellent court of last appeal to judge 
whether linen has been sufficiently ■ p 
ruined, lf it amelia soapy, or alkaline, 
return it for another swim in deer 
water. 
Some kind* of bluing will 
make rant spots on the clothes if the 
soapy water is not thoroughly rinsed 
out before immersion in the bluing 
wster. 
Borax la a moat satisfactory water 
softener. 
It acta as a mild bleach to 
whiten linen and it bas a alight germi­ 
cidal action. It is entirely safe to use, 
end Is leas dangerous to colored fab­ 
rics than washing soda. 
Ammonia and kerosene are also use­ 
ful. Two tablespoonfuls of kerosene In 
a tub of hard water will save soap and 
rubbing, but will make care in rinsing 
Bore than ordinarily needed.

Dusty or Misty Atmosphere Means a 
Great Deal in Aviation and 
Navigation. 


Visibility is a large factor In air 
flight and In various surface opera­ 
tions, especially navigation. 
A knowl­ 
edge of conditions governing vlsibll 
tty la therefore of considerable Im­ 
portance. 
Dustiness or mistiness may 
be due to Incomplete combustion of 
coal or other fuels, seen as smoke at 
lower levels. 
Some dust particles 
come from volcanoes. 
Some, It Is 
thought, may come from interplanet 
hry spaces. 
The weather bureau O ' 
the United States Department of Ag 
Henlture was provided with an In 
atrament for measuring atmospheric 
duat In May, 1922. A dust count has 
been taken dally during the last year 
The dust counter used collects the 
dam from a known volume of air and 
deposits It on a small and very thin
